Involved here is the use of an ever- 
increasing. number of chemicals 
and our obligation to see that con- 
sumer health is, protected from 
possible harmful residues on ` the 
foods. we produce in Florida. 

We. are obliged, also, to see that 
every’ pesticide is labeled with ade- 
quate information: to protect the 
user, whether it be a farmer, his 
hired hand, a commercial sprayer 
or duster, or ۵ 

When-you start Tdeking into! 
agricfiltural chemicals, / you'd :bet- 
ter be prepared for’ some confús- 
ion. First is the problem of Ameri- 
ca’s food supply. We \have’ more’ 
than enough now, but of the 
future? The “organic” school of 
thought adhors any food produc- 
tion; that isn't accomplished with 
“natural” fertilizers.. Chemicals, 
they ‘say, including those used to’ 
protect crops from diseases and 
pest ‘ravages, are poisoning the 
population.
